It is with great pleasure that we submit this Annual Town 
Report of The Town of Burnham. 

It is the opinion of this Board that the financial condition 
of the Town of Burnham is better than it has been for some 
time. At the time of Closing the Books, all bills had been 
paid up to date, all notes had been paid in full, and the Treas- 
ury still showing a substantial balance with additional money 
due from State and Other Town Poor Accounts. 

At this time we would like to call your attention to a 
few of the Articles in the Town Warrant. The Fire Pro- 
tection Account shows a $660.99 Overdraft for 1948 but this 
can be explained by the fact that there was no money ap- 
propriated for this account at the annual town meeting 
March 8, 1948. 


The Town Property Insurance account shows an over- 
draft of $359.50 for 1948. Prior to this time the majority of 
the town insurance has been written on a 1-year policy basis. 
By changing this insurance to a 3-year policy basis, a saving 
of $80.00 was realized over the next three year period. 
However, in order to do this it was necessary to overdraw 
our insurance appropriation for all insurance must be paid 
in advance. 


After careful consideration the Selectmen and Road Com- 
missioner decided to cut the Town Road and Bridge Appro- 
priation in hopes that the voters would vote favorably on 
Article No. 27 for State-Aid Road Construction The State will 
give the Town $1,599.00 if they appropriate the $799.50 for 
State-Aid Road Construction. This gives the town an ad- 
ditional $1.599.00 for Road Construction which they would 
not have otherwise. 


Article No. 48 asks for $500. for Repairs to Town Property, 
but in the event that the Town Farm is sold, this apropri- 
ation could be cut considerably for the Town Farm is badly 
in need of repairs which necessitates the size of the above 
appropriation. 

Taken into consideration that all Appropriation Articles 
will be approved as written, allowing for a $300.00 increase 
in State and County Taxes for 1949, and using the 1948 Town 
Valuation figure as a basis, the Selectment hereby estimate 
the 1949 Tax rate to be between 94 and 95 mills or a reduction 
of between 5 and 6 mills from the 1948 Tax Rate.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
accounts of the town of Burnham, Maine, for the year end- 
ing February 25, 1948. As part of our audit, we examined 
and tested the accounts and records of the town and re- 
viewed the accounting methods in operation; we did not 
perform a detailed audit of all transactions. Our exam- 
ination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and included all procedures which we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


We herewith present our report, based upon our exam- 
ination. 


General Fund 


Cash on deposist in the general fund, has been recon- 
ciled with certificate furnished by the Federal Trust Com- 
pany, Waterville, Maine. At the close of the year, all re- 
corded town funds were on deposit or in transit, as credit 
for the last deposit of the year was made by the bank on 
February 26, 1948. It was necessary to compare, in detail, 
all checks issued with the Treasurer’s warrants and, where- 
ever necessary, to supporting invoices and payrolls. Adjust- 
ments have been made for overpaid and underpaid war- 
rants. All cash recorded as received and disbursed has been 
reconciled to the date of our examination. 


Other outstanding taxes, extending back to 1936, have 
been reduced to a limited extent by cash collections, but 
more extensively by abatements. The reserve for antici- 
pated loss, although substantial in amount, was not suffi- 
cient to absorb all losses incurred; as presently stated it 
should be adequate. 
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Tax liens for the 1946 taxes have been examined. Set- 
tlement in full has been made for all outstanding liens of 
the prior years, or transfer made to tax acquired property. 
All new titles to this property have been examined. Gains 
in the sale of certain parcels have been credited to the 
surplus account. 


During the year, tax anticipation loans were negotiat- 
ed totaling $6,000.00 of which only $3,000.00 had been re- 
paid at year-end closing. The outstanding balance has been 
reconciled with certificate furnished by the Federal Trust 
Company. 


Departmental balances have changed from a net un- 
expended, totaling $862.51, as at February 25, 1947, to net 
overdrafts or held in abeyance of $1,387.74, at year-end 
closing. The net deficit has, during this period, increased 
from $7,896.13 to $10,341.80. This unfavorable change can 
be attributed to lapsed departmental overdrafts which to- 
taled $5,226.16 compared to lapsed unexpended balances of 
only $587.45. Other credits to the deficit account were in- 
sufficient to offset this loss. 


Conspicuous is the cost for fire suppression which was 
created under circumstances which were unpredictable. In 
general, voted appropriations were inadequate, and certain 
other overdrafts could not be avoided; this does not, how- 
ever, justify over-expenditures in highway accounts to the 
extent incurred. 


The insurance recovery from the loss of a school build- 
ing was added to the general checking account and was on 
deposit at the close of the fiscal year ended February 16, 
1946 and also on deposit at the date of the first subsequent 
annual town meeting; no action was taken to set aside the 


insurance recovery at that time. At a special town meeting 
on April 6, 1946 it was voted to set up a separate school 


building fund from insurance recovery and from certain 
repair funds but without provision for restoration of expen- 
ditures for general fund purposes made in the interim, 
notably for liquidation of notes payable. The school fund 
thus authorized has, therefore, not been segregated or 
shown as a general fund liability beyond what was expend- 
ed for new equipment. 
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The combined circumstances of inadequate appropri- 
ations, and expenditures which apparently could have been 
deferred, has continued to deplete available cash to the 
. extent of not only using the balance of the insurance recov- 
ery, but in addition, made repayment in full of tax anticipa- 
tion notes impossible at year-end closing. 


Certificate 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the fore- 
going, we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accom- 
panying balance sheet, statement of surplus, and statement 


of departmental income and expenses properly present the 
financial condition of the town as of February 25, 1948, 


and the results of operations for the year ended that date, 
in conformity with the principles of municipal fund 
accounting.
